Large crowds of people gathered 
in the important sections of the city 
and made raids on the shops and ho­ 
tels, earring off all kinds of loot. 
For a time the police were hard 
pressed in fighting

crowds. It was only after reinforce­ 
ments of volunteer appeared that 
order was restored. 


Note Said To Avoid Con­ 
demnation of German 
* Passive Resistance.

PARIS, uly 21.—The shroud of 
- official secrecy thrown about the 
British note on reparations and ac­ 
companying documents which were 
received from London this morn­ 
ing, does not prevent the press from 
dilating on the subject. The French 
papers however, confine most of 
their attention to discussing the 
British comments and dispatches. 
The speculations thus envoived 
are, firstly, that the British cabinet 
expresses its approval of the ap­ 
pointment of a committee of ex­ 
perts to reassess the German debt, 
such committee to be nominated 
by the reparations committee and 
▼ to act as advisers to that commis­ 
sion, the latter clause being added 
in order to comply with the terms 
of the Versailles treaty. 
Such procedure is generally ac­ 
cepted as possible 
on 
juridicial 
rounds, but The Temps argues that 
the text of the treaty does not jus­ 
tify it. 
The appointment of this 
committee is condemned as futile 
and 
dangerous. 
The 
opinion 
is 
most unanimously expressed that 
It would be certain to base its es­ 
tim ate on the insolvency of the 
German industry. 
Secondly, that the note avoids 
condemning German passive resis­ 
tance, but comments on the regret- 
able efforts of the Ruhr struggle 
on the general economic situation. 
This point gives opportunity for a 
repetition of the 
statement 
that 
French public opinion will not be 
satisfied 
without 
formal 
and 
ef­ 
fective renunciation of passive re­ 
sistance before France can renew 
negotiations with Germany. 
Thirdly, that the note does not 
refer to the question of inter-al­ 
lied debts. 
The papers assert that 
the French view cannot be changed 
and that reparations and inter-al- 
lied debts are inseparable. 
The negotiations now under way 
are generally regarded as certain 
to be long and laborious, but it is 
believed they must end in an agree­ 
ment, as a rupture among the al- 
4 lies is considered unthinkable.

Next Step From France. 
LONDON, July 21.—The next step 
in 
the 
reparations 
muddle 
w^as 
again France's today. 
England’s draft of the note to 
9 Germany, dispatched yesterday to 
the 
allied 
governments—France, 
Belgium, Italy, Japan and the Unit­ 
ed States—awaits their reply, but 
only the reply of France is causing 
any 
apprehension. 
The comments of the note and 
its accompanying memorandum have 
been guarded with official silence, 
and the nations receiving it also 
have been requested to reveal noth­ 
ing of its contents. 
It is semi-officially stated that 
the draft follows the plan outlined 
in Premier Stanley Baldwin’s recent 
speech in the house of commons. 
The Daily Express this morning 
says It understands, however, the 
memorandum points out England 
cannot demand that Germany end 
passive resistance because the gov­ 
ernment believes the Ruhr occupa­ 
tion is illegal. 
The suggestion is 
made, the Express says, that the 
question of the legality of the oc­ 
cupation be submitted to The Hague 
tribunal. 
The Spectator declares the gov­ 
ernment desires that the United 
^States participate in the settlement 
and Is eager for an American to 
head the proposed commission to 
inquire into Germany’s capacity to 
pay. 
The names of Elihu Root and E. 
’ M. House are suggested for the 
chairmanship of the commission, it 
is understood. 
The United States received only 
a copy of the note and did not get 
the accompanying memorandum, it 
wa a learned at the foreign office. 
Official circles were optimistic to­ 
day over the latest developments 
In the situation.

CHICAGO, July 21.—The progres­ 
sive element in congress welcomes 
the statement attributed to Senator 
Moses of New Hampshire in Wash­ 
ington yesterday calling for co-op­ 


eration of the conservatives of both 
parties to meet the ‘‘menace of ra­ 
dicalism,” and will win wiien the 
point comes to issue at the begin­ 
ning of the next congress, Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart of Iowa said 
today. 
“The Lincoln republicans and the 
Jefferson democrats will be pre­ 
pared for a uniting of the Tory re­ 
publicans and the Bourbon demo­ 
crats when the next congress con­ 
venes,” Mr. Brookhart, who passed 
through Chicago on his way to his 
home in Washington, Iowa, said. 
Commenting on the statement of 
Senator Moses, who is chairman of 
the republican senatorial campaign 
committee, Mi*. Brookhart declared 
that the progressives were “pretty 
well organized” and that they wel­ 
comed the public statement, which 
recognized them to the extent of 
calling for a combination of con­ 
servatives of both parties in order 
to meet them. 
Mr. Brookhart denied that the 
present inclination toward the pro­ 
gressive tendencies in politics was 
temporary or that it was confined 
to the farmers west or the mid- 
dlew-est. 
“I was in Senator Moses’ 
state last Monday and I found the 
same condition there among the 
farmers as exists in the middle- 
west,” Senator Brookhart said. 
“The farmer never has had a 
square deal,” he said. 
“The prices 
he must pay and the prices he gets 
are fixed by £he middleman. 
The 
one thing w'hich has saved him has 
been the fact that he got his land 
from the government for $1.25 an 
acre and that land has advanced 
in price. 
Now the advance in the 
price of land has ended. The price 
is backward. 
The financial fnter- 
ests of the ea^t have determined to 
force the value of land by reduc­ 
ing loans, using $150 as the valua­ 
tion of the best Illinois and Iowa 
land. . 
“The farmers now realize the sit­ 
uation, realize that they never have 
received a fair price for their prod­ 
ucts and that a large number of 
them are faced with bankruptcy,” 
he said. 
“The interests of the farmer and 
the laborer are mutual,’ he ssaid. 
“The laborer is the principal cus­ 
tomer of the farmer and the farm­ 
er is the principal customer of the 
laborer. 
The middle profiteers are 
the common enemies of both. 
“Two-thirds of the bank deposits 
are from the farmers and the la­ 
boring people. 
The federal reserve 
bank is built on these deposits. Un­ 
til recently neither the farmer nor 
the laborer had a voice in the fed­ 
eral reserve board and now the 
farmers 
have 
one representative. 
There ought to be three farmers 
and two laborers on this board and 
on 
this 
proposition, 
the 
farmers 
and tho laborers are united. 
“They also believe that co-opera­ 
tive banking is the basis of success 
of all co-operative enterprises. They 
need co-operatfve credit and they 
have sufficient funds of their own 
if they are organized in a co-opera­ 
tive system.” 
Another point on which the farm­ 
ers and laborers are united, Sena­ 
tor 
Brookhart said, 
if 
that 
of 
squeezing “the water out of the 
railroads.” 
The 
interstate 
commerce 
com­ 
mission placed a valuation of $19,- 
000,000,000 on the roads, but the 
market value of the stocks and 
bonds at all times has been less 
than 112,000,000,000," he said.

Trillo and three others were taken 
from the Chihuahua City penitentiary 
today and sent to Mexico City, ac­ 
cording to information received in 
Juarez today. 
President Obregon issued orders to 
General Eugenio Martinez, comman­ 
der of the northern military zone of 
Mexico, who is personally conducting 
an Investigation into the killing of 
Villa, to exert every effort to un­ 
cover the men behind Villa’s mur­ 
der. 
He also directed that all per­ 
sons arrested In connection with the 
plot should be sent to Mexico City for 
further investigation. 
Villa was discussed at a revolu­ 
tionary junta held at Gomez Palacio, 
Durango, several weeks ago, accord­ 
ing 
to 
information 
received 
in 
Juarez tonight by close friends of 
the slain general. Whether his death 
was an indirect result of this meet­ 
ing is one of the questions which is 
being investigated by General Mar­ 
tinez and General Jose Gonzalo Es­ 
cobar. 
Hipilotb Villa, brother of the slain 
general, has arrived in Parral to take 
charge of his brother’s body, states 
a telegram received in Juarez. 
Hipiloto was a partner with his 
brother and has been manager of the 
Fresno ranch, Villa’s summer home, 
for the past year. 
W hether or not Hipiloto yriil take 
over the management of Villa’s large 
estate at Sanutillo is a question. Un­ 
der the Mexican laws his widow and 
children are entitled to receive both 
ixfs estate and personal property. Ef­ 
forts of close friends of Villa’s in 
Juarez to get in touch with Villa’s 
wife, said to be in San Antonio, fail­ 
ed.

SALAMANCA, N. Y., July 21.— 
Following a trial of flaring oil and 
gasoline and driven by 
a strong 
west wind, the most disastrous fire 
in the history of Salamanca swept 
through business and residential dis­ 
tricts today, to subside only afer 
having reduced a wide swath In the 
downtown section to charred ruins. 
Damage was variously estimated to­ 
night at from $500,000 to $1,000,000. 
The west side of Main 
Street 
from the river to Broad Street, was 
swept clean of standing structures 
with the exception of one 
garage, 
which was badly damaged but did 
not collapse. 
On the east side of 
Main Street half a block of business 
structures were burned over and the 
flames ate their way into the resi­ 
dential section In Clinton Street. 
Starting with a bonfire in the rear 
of an abandoned skating rink, which 
was used for automobile storage, the 
fire consumed 
the ancient 
frame 
building in a twinkling. The flames 
followed a trail of oil to the gasoline 
tanks of a nearby garage. Speeded 
on their way by the resulting flare 
of 
the 
combustible 
fluid, 
they 
spread to other garages clustered in 
the business 
district. 
With 
the 
wind at its back, the fire was with­ 
in a few minutes beyond the control 
of Salamanca’s available force of 
fire fighters 
The fire departments of Olean, N. 
Y., and Bradford, Pa., responded md 
forces of volunteer 
fire 
fighters 
were rushed from Elliottville 
and 
Little Valley. 
The Salamanca city hall was di­ 
rectly In the path of the flames. 
It was tho first structure to fall. 
Dynamite in a store room of 
the 
Walrath Stevens Building, adjoining 
the city hall, helped spread the flam­ 
es through that structure. 
Leaping across the street, the fire 
made rapid headway in the residen­ 
tial district. 
A dozen residences in 
Clinton Street were burned to the 
ground and others were damaged. 
Several small streets leading 
into 
Clinton, were entirely wiped out. 
The fire had been burning 
for 
more than three hours when it was 
brought under control at six o’clock. 
Several persons were taken to the 
city hospital suffering from 
burns 
and cuts from falling debris, 
but 
none was believed injured dang- r- 
ously.

Otto 
H. Kahn Refutes 
Idea 
That Foreign Finance Ac­ 
tivities Dull Allegi­ 
ance to America. 


BANKING REFLECTS BUSINESS 


“ International Farmer** and Other 
Business Men Who Sell to For­ 
eign Markets Create Demand 
for International Finan­ 
cial Service. 


The idea that bankers engaged 
In financing foreign trade and in 
handling foreign bond flotations are 
a particular cult of “international 
bankers” actuated by motives dif­ 
fering from those of other bankers 
was refuted recently by Otto H. 
Kahn of New York, in an address 
before the Rochester Chamber of 
Commerce. 
“There is no such thing as an 
•International Banker’ in America, 
as the meaning of the term is gen­ 
erally understood,” Mr. Kahn said. 
“He exists in the imagination of 
people all too numerous, bat he 
does not exist in the flesh. 
You 
m ight Just a 3 well Bpeak of the 
‘International Farm er’ because the 
farm er sells a certain percentage 
of his crops to Europe, or of the 
‘Internationa1 Manufacturer.’ 
“The banker maintains, and can 
maintain, 
international 
contact, 
and 
conduct 
international 
busi­ 
ness, only to the extent that Amer­ 
ican industry, commerce and agri­ 
culture 
are 
international. 
True, 
the banker must take within his 
purview 
continuously the 
condi­ 
tions of affairs and the current of 
things throughout the world, but 
so must the exporter and Importer, 
end so must the farmer take into 
account the prices and tendencies 
of the world m arket in Liverpool. 
Banking Mostly Home Business 
“The American banker’s m arket 
is the home market. 
His success 
is conditioned upon the capacity 
and willingness of the American 
investor to absorb the securities 
which he offers. 
His very exist­ 
ence depends upon the confidence 
and co-operation of the public and 
of 
his 
fellcw-bankers—and 
any 
banker 
“whose 
activities 
would 
justly create the impression that 
he was actuated by cosmopolitan 
rather than by American interests 
would very soon lose that confi­ 
dence and following. 
“The business which he does for 
his own account in, with, or for 
Europe, is inconsiderable as com­ 
pared to the business he does in 
America. 
His principal functions 
an relation to Europe are to pro­ 


vide the requisite banking facili­ 
ties for export and import and for 
travelers. 
That part of his func­ 
tions which consists in financing 
loans of foreign governments or 
industries has hitherto been, with 
sporadic exceptions, of relatively 
inconsiderable proportions as com­ 
pared to the vastness of the vol­ 
ume of his transactions in finan­ 
cing American industry, commerce 
and enterprise. 
Necessity for Foreign Credits 
“In saying this, I do not mean to 
imply that there is anything that 
calls for apology In the floating of 
foreign loans in America and in 
the loaning of American funds to 
Europe, provided such loans are 
considered sound as to security 
and are made for legitimate, con­ 
structive purposes. 
Indeed, such 
loans ought to, and I believe will, 
be made in increasing measure, 
when conditions in Europe will 
have become such as to w arrant it. 
“It is manifest that the promo­ 
tion cf our export trade, including, 
of course, the export of farm prod­ 
ucts, requires us, under the cir­ 
cumstances as they now are and 
are likely to remain for some time, 
to aid the purchasing power of oth­ 
er nations by extending to them 
financial facilities to a reasonable 
extent. 
» 
“It is the function of the banker 
to be instrumental in carrying out 
such transactions. In doing so, he 
is the means of serving a useful 
national purpose, just as he served 
a useful, indeed a highly important 
national 
purpose, 
in 
being 
the 
means of attracting and bringing 
European capital to America in 
former 
years 
when 
conditions 
were reversed and such capital 
was nothing less than vital to the 
development of this country and 
the realization of its opportuni­ 
ties.”

It 
is believed that the assassins had 
been follow'ing Villa for four or five 
days from his ranch at Canutillo. 
A hundred shots were fired.” 
A telegram to the president from

SIX DAY BICYCLE 
RACE IN LONDON

LONDON, July 21.—London, where 
neary every one goes to bed fairly 
early and gets up rather late, has 
just had its first experience with a 
six day bicycle race. 
The English 
rarely stage contests taking longer 
to decide than one of their cricket 
machines, which habitually require 
two or three days. Although the city 
has no all-night subway or buss ser­ 
vice, as does New’ York, the yaw ling 
house between midnight and dawn 
during the six day race always found 
several hundred and sometimes more 
than a thousand spectators watching 
the cyclists twirl around the wooden 
tracks at the Olympia. 
It w’as in some respects a different 
kind of crowd from that which in­ 
habits Madison Square Garden dur­ 
ing the morning hours of the six day 
grinds. 
For the most part it was 
composed of people who ride bicycles 
themselves. One night more than 500 
bikes were stored in the checking de­ 
partm ent at the Olympia while their 
owners were 
inside 
watching 
the 
race. 
Cycling 
in 
London, while not so 
popular as on the continent, is not 
a forgotten means of transportation, 
as in the larger 
American 
cities. 
Thousands pedal to wprk daily, dodg­ 
ing in and out of the crooked stream* 
of traffic that move along the busy 
streets in the rush hours. 
The Englishman usually takes his 
sport pretty seriously whether he be 
an automobile, bicycle, golf or tennis 
fan, and wants to know’ aU t h * o is 
to learn about it, so that the crowed at 
the bicycle races to a great extent 
were not thoro just to watch the 
sport but to get a pointer or two on 
how’ to make the bicycle burn up the 
roads.

Then som eone broke up the play­ 
house, and the Pettis County jail be­ 
came a jail. 
Today it is known as a 
“tough one” among the bootleggers. 
There isn’t so much courtesy shown 
the prisoners, and their privileges are 
confined to the Jail. 
Consequently, no one along 
the 
shady side of Twelfth street was sur­ 
prised when it became known Bennie 
wasn't keen about “doing his tim e” at 
Sedalia, and had even gone so far as 
to send out a “jail scout” to find a 
nice, soff jail for him. 
John DeVoe, professional 
bonds­ 
man and a lieutenant of Bennie's was 
the scout. DeVoe not only confirmed 
Bennie’s 
suspicions, 
but 
returned 
with 
som e 
startling 
Information 
which sent Bennie's attorney hotfoot­ 
ing it to the federal building with an 
application for a change In the loca­ 
tion of Bennie’s servitude. 
Bennie was convinced there w’as at 
least one jail in the state of Missouri 
he did not want to go to. and that 
jail w'as in Pettis County. 
It seem s 
the Pettis County jail has been a ren­ 
dezvous for Kansas City bootleggers. 
It has its kangaroo court, with a rep­ 
utation for severity. 
Just now' Charley Pearson, ex-pug­ 
ilist, bartender for Solly W elssmann, 
Is the “pudge” of the kangaroo court. 
DeVoe learned the court was waiting 
patiently 
for 
Bennie . 
It 
seem s 
“Judge” Pearson recently assessed a 
$10 “fine” on a “prisoner” who could­ 
n’t afford to pay, and was determined 
to make up the shortage when Port­ 
man was hailed before him. So it was 
that Judge R eeves was requested to 
send Bennie to the Livingston Coun­ 
ty jail at Chillicothe instead of the 
Pettis County jail at Sedalia. 
The 
Chillicothe jail 
has a repution 
for 
“softness,” 
and 
besides 
“Judge” 
Charlie Pearson doesn’t preside over 
the kangaroo court in this jail. 
Bennie’s prayer was answered. 
It 
was learned yesterday Bennie would 
start serving his sentence at Chilli­ 
cothe August I, instead of at Sedalia 
as first ordered. 
That makes it nice.

prime of manhood, from his home 30 
years ago and today this same man, 
broken in physique

to save his family 
from 
disgrace. 
Only the memory of the visions he 
had thirty years ago remain of his 
life, w’hile he trying to fulfill a self- 
imposed obligation, to cover up the 
last four years of his life, which he 
spent in the Missouri prison. 
Setting his sail for parts unknown 
and for reasons only known to him­ 
self, tho then strong and vigorous 
man In his early 40’s chased his rain­ 
bow' of dreams into the icy regions 
of Tibet, up into the wilderness of 
Mongolia, through the icy waters of 
Bering Strait, thence to the low'er tip 
of Africa, through meridian France 
and back to the United States. 
He found no gold, but instead pov­ 
erty and disgrace. 
His adventurous 
career ended in Greenfield, Mo., a 
hamlet on the 
edge 
of the Ozark 
mountains. He listened to the smooth 
talk of another adventurer, he said, 
and endorsed a check that was later 
returned, marked no funds. 
Five years wras the penalty he was 
to pay In his old days for what he 
believed to be a charitable act. “They 
will never find out,” said the broken 
man in referring to his family, his 
wife and five children. 
“They do 
not know' where I am.”

Many of us waste our time waiting for 
What we are pleased to call the “opportune 
moment” and in the waiting lose a great 
deal that ought to make life very precious 
and 
valuable. 
A 
waiting-time 
can, of 
course, be put to good use to a certain de­ 
gree; it helps to teach the virtue of pati­ 
ence, for one thing, and gives us a chance 
to take action Avell thought out in advance. 
At the same time, however, there are other 
virtues more important than 
patience, as 
well as occasions when prompt action is of 
greater value than deliberate action. 
Be­ 
cause we do not 
always 
recognize these 
facts many of us pass by opportunities that 
could be made to serve us usefully, if not in 
a princely manner. 
It may be that things 
do not happen exactly to suit us, but we 
rarely take the trouble to find out for our­ 
selves why they do not suit us. 
We simply 
know that we are not satisfied and let it go 
et that. In like manner we feel sometimes 
th at we could do very much better work 
than we are doing and secure better results 
if we had the right sort of a chance. 
W hy is it that in such circumstances we 
do not strive to make the chance we want? 
W hy is it that instead of being content to 
“endure,” as we style our feeble acquies­ 
cence in disagreeable conditions, the lack 
of an opportunity, we do not do our utmost 
to find such an opportunity? 
The answer 
is obvious— we simply lack both the dispo­ 
sition and the 
initiative to take our com­ 
mon, everyday opportunities in hand, and 
beat them into great ones. 
We seem to

do is to accept them as a favor and make 
them yield their 
sweetest 
fruits for our 
benefit. 
How mistaken we are in such a 
thought! 
We must create our own oppor­ 
tunities, although, perhaps, just at first we 
do not recognize this fact. Of course, there 
are occasions when through no grace of our 
own they are in a way thrust upon us, but, 
as a rule, we must go out to meet them of 
our own free will and, perhaps, coax them 
into- our 
possession. 
Here 
and 
there 
throughout life we find someone who has 
unexpectedly picked up a rather extraordi­

opportunity, 
perhaps 
because 
he 
really came across it by chance. 
Such occasions are rare, however, and 
because of this fact we are not warranted 
in waiting for them to come. 
Of course, it 
is possible that something of the sort might 
happen to us as well as to anyone else, but 
Hie safest thing to 
do, 
indeed, the only 
right thing is to put 
out 
of 
our minds 
thoughts of unusual opportunities develop­ 
ing for our personal benefit and take ad­ 
vantage of the lesser ones that come into 
our lives more often than we have any idea 
of. 
It is because we do not always look 
upon our opportunities as such that we pass 
them by almost with contempt. 
If we rec­ 
ognized their real nature we would not be 
so quick to get out of their way, but would, 
instead, seize them and discover for our­ 
selves exactly what they are made of and 
whether we can possibly make anything 
out of them. 
.Sometimes opportunity pre­ 
sents itself in that most disliked of all forms 
— hard work, with its train of disappoint­ 
ments, failures and more or less narrow 
horizon. 
Yet it is in work that we win our 
spurs and overcome our difficulties and 
surmount 
our 
obstacles. 
Work is the 
natural outlet of our ability, the channel by 
which we express ourselves, and naturally 
is the most promising field in which to dis- 
TOver the long-hoped for opportunities.

It would be a fine thing for the United 
^States if in the next seven years we could 
^ p a st that every city, town and village in 


erence books and read current periodicals. 
But do not grow excited. We find no indi­ 
cation at all that this will never come to 
pass in the United States. 
To witness such 
a system of libraries it possibly would be 
necessary seven years hence to make a trip 
to Czecho-Slovakia, which has a law’ mak­ 
ing establishment of such institutions com­ 
pulsory. 
The act was passed in 1919, and 
wre are told that its provisions are being 
obediently and even enthusiastically car­ 
ried out by the people. 
Marty towns have 
exceeded the legal requirements. 
Larger 
places that were without libraries when the 
new law was passed wrere ordered to give 
the matter attention almost immediately. 
Communities 
having at least 300 inhabi­ 
tants are given until December 31, 1924, 
w'hile those still smaller have until Decem­ 
ber, 1929. 
By January, 1930, under this 
arrangement, 
Czecho-Slovakia 
plans to 
have a public library within reach of every 
person in the land. This is what you might 
call a form of compulsory progressiveness, 
but name it what you will, it is a long step 
aliead from the standpoint of national edu­ 
cation. 
It w’ould be interesting to know 
how many towns of 5,000 and less in the 
United States have no public libraries. We 
venture a count would show more without 
them than thus provided. 
Czechoslovak­ 
ia^ literacy rating right now is far ahead 
of ours, w ith all our wealth and pretensions 
of world leadership. 
Her library system 
doubtless will be a great force in further­ 
ing national enlightenment.

lots, corner of Ninth and Montgom- 
eryyMcKee's Addition, for their new 
church building. A special soliciting 
committee to secure money, compos­ 
ed of Mesdames Claude L House, 
Roscoe F. Moorman, Irvin Thistleth- 
wait and others will canvass the city 
and vicinity. 
Roscoe F. Moorman 
923 East Tenth Street is Secretary- 
Treasurer of the building commit­ 
tee , 
The headquarters of this church is 
a t Independence, Mo. 
Its president 
is Frederick Madison Smith, D. D. 
It has no affiliation with the Latter 
Day Saints, whose headquarters is at 
Salt Lake City, 
Utah, (commonly 
called Utah Mormons). Some people 
euppose the two organizations to be 
th e same, but this is a mistake. The 
Reorganized Church neither teaches 
nor practices any doctrine or prin­ 
ciple that is not "wholly and indis­ 
putably within the laws of the land, 
and harmonious with the code 
of

ST. JAMES, Mo., July 21.—William 
Joseph Cline, 80 years old, a former 
resident of Sedalia is enjoying life 
in his old age at the Federal Soldiers 
Home. Mr. Cline was bom and rear­ 
ed in Morgan county and spent a 
great part of his life at Versailles, 
but resided in Sedalia for about a 
year. 
Mr. Cline served during the Civil 
War in the 29th Missouri Infantry 
under General Sherman. 
He 
was 
active in the Atlantic Campaign and 
on the march to the sea suffered a 
bullet wound in his side. 
He was 
in a hospital for about four months 
and later saw service near Chattan­ 
ooga. 
In speaking of life at the Federal 
Soldiers Home, Mr. Cline said, “I 
like it fine here. Everyone is agree­ 
able and friendly. 
I was too old to 
work and my wife was in ill health 
so we came down here two years 
ago on a sort of vacation. Later we 
returned to Versailles and soon after­ 
ward my wife died of tuberculosis. 
I liked it so well here in the home 
that I returned to spend the rest of 
my days. We get fine food here and 
good lodging .and we old boys here 
have a great deal in common and 
have some fine times.” 
Mr. Cline is the father-in-law of F. 
M. Hatfield, East Fourteenth street, 
Sedalia. 
The Federal Soldiers Home is now 
the abode of 290 men and women. 
There are 128 government men, 17 
State militiamen, and 119 wives and 
widows of war veterans. Among the 
men are veterans of Indian Wars, 
Civil War, Spanish American War, 
Mexican War, and one veteran of the 
World War. 
The Government pays 
for the maintenance of pensioners of 
its army while the State pays for the 
maintenance of veteran state militia­ 
men. 
The government provides $30 
a month per capita for 
its 
charge 
while the State legislature at its last 
session appropriated $139,673 for its 
share of maintenance. 
Located upon a beautiful tract of 
land just outside of St. James, the 


Federal Home provides 
an 
Ideal 
place for war veterans who are two 
old to work, or are disabled, to spend 
their days. 
They are not permitted 
to work. 
They have regular hours, 
sleeping, 
eating, 
playing 
croquet, 
checkers, pinochle, solitaire and sev­ 
en-up, and engaging in many sessions 
to discuss the “time that was.” 
Of the 290 persons at the home the 
youngest is Charles H. 
Jones, 
46 
years old of St. Louis, a veteran of 
the World War. 
Jones is the only 
World War veteran in the institu­ 
tion. 
During the war he sustained 
injuries which have 
rendered 
him 
physically unfit to do work of any 
kind. 
The oldest veteran Is George W. 
Watson, 88 years old, who served 
with the 59th U. S. Infantry during 
the Civil War and also during 
the 
Spanish American War.

S THERE ever any pie quite so 
delicious as a well-made cherry 
pie? “Maybe there is, but I doubt 
it.” 
Line a pie plate with rich crust, 
and add pitted cherries, sweetened 
to taste, to fill It. Sprinkle with a 
little flour, add a bit of butter and 
cover with the top crust. Bind the 
edge o f the pie with a piece of 
muslin two inches wide, which has 
been wrung out in cold water. This 
keeps in the juices, and the result is 
a pie that is hard to equal. 
A 
paper funnel placed in the center 
of the pie is often as good to keep 
the juices In, If the edges have been 
well-lapped and pressed down. The 
juices will boil up in the funnel 
and go back again into the pie. 
Strawberry Pie.—Into a deep un­ 
der-crust, which has been baked, , 
heap fresh sugared berries, cover j 
with 
spoonfuls 
of 
stiffly-beaten 
cream that has been sweetened and 
flavored with a bit of almond. Serve 
very cold. 
Blueberry Pie.—Take one quart 
of blueberries, four tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
lemon juice or a handful of green 
grapes, seeded, the yolk of an egg, 
three tablespoonfuls of cream and 
a pinch of cinnamon. Line the pie 
plate with the crust, mix the ber­ 
ries with the other ingredients and 
pour into the crust. 
Cover with a 
top crust and bake until the bot­ 
tom is well browned. 
Pineapple Pie.—Lake a crust for 
an open pie. Grate one pineapple; 
add one and one-half cupfuls of 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of corn­ 
starch, mixed with a little cold 
water, the yolks of four eggs, well 
beaten; add the above ingredients 
to two cupfuls o f bolling water Id 
a double boiler; let come to a boil, 
then pour Into the crust.

with a meringue, using two of the 
whites and four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, Brown in a moderate oven.
